As expected, the Blues played a 
stingy, hard-hiiting game on de- 
fence.

"Mid-term exams can- 
not .be accepted as a valid excuse. 
Certainly every student' can afford 
to take 20 minutes '^off- from study- 
ing when human lives are at sta- 
ke." • • 

Greater Capacity 

The clinic, with its . 'increased 
number of beds and vastly Impro- 
ved system of registration is ope- 
rating smoothly at all times. Steve 
Genendcr, In charge of the clinic, 
announced that the greatly-enlar- 
ged capacity of the clinic has not 
yet been tested. "It Is hoped that 
the students will test it this week." 

The Blood Drive committee' is 



taking a number of measures to fa- 
cilitate the procedure of donating 
blood. Starting today, all fraterni- 
ties on campus have volunteered 
cars, which will be used for the du- 
ration of' the Drive to bring stu- 
dents from the Arts Building to the 
Union and back. 

"Nevertheless," Goldcnblatt said, 
"We hope that the students have 
finally realized that a little bit of 
rain or «now csnnot be used as an 
excuse for denying others the right 
to live." . •

Defences Tight 

The defences went to work and 
there wasn't any further scoring 
until 7:10 of the second quarter.

It 
was gained by the Redmen in a 
four-play drive that was event- 
ually suffocated at Toronto's 51.

At 7:10, the Redmen finally 
broke loose. Once again It was the 
Skypeck . to Lambert passing com* 
binatlon that balled them out. 
Skypeck found Lambert well in 
the clear at Toronto's 10. The pass 
was perfect and Lambert went over 
the goal line with nobody near 
him. 

The play originated from the 
Blues 28. The ball was brought 
to that point on the strength of 
two runs, one each by Walter and 
Monteith, and a roughing penalty 
tacked on foronto on Walter's 5^ 
yard scamper. Telesh's convert at- 
tempt was wide and the Redmen 
led 11-0. 

Blues Start To Move 

Toronto started to whittle away 
McGlU's lead at 10:14. Starting 
from his own 44, Varsity Quarter- 
back Harold Hall marched his 
team down to the Red and White 
27 witli a finely executed scries 
of keepers and passes to Al Bre- 
rcton and Ron Near. 

Once the ball got inside McO.U's 
30, the Redmen defenders tight- 
ned up and halted Toronto's drive. 
Rookie quarterback Bruce Taylor 
stepped into the lineup and hoofed 
a beautiful 33 yard field goal to 
light up Varsity's half of the score- 
board for the first time. 

Eight minutes and 26 seconds 
later, the Blues had another point. 
After the field goal they stopped 
McGill's offence on the Redmen 45 
after Skypeck- was unsuccessful in 
keeping the baU for McGill, by fail-' 
Ing to gain one yard on a quarter- 
back sneak. 

Mixing up his plays well. Hall 
movcdv the -Blues to the Redmen 
29 where they were stopped once 
again.- Taylor went ior the field 
goal from the 36 but this time 
the kick was off. Willie Lambert 
hobbled the ball In the endzone, 
recovered it and was grounded for 
the single. 

In the second half, both teams

Taylor Says Socred Success 
Caused By Liberal Weakness

Weaknesset in the Quebec 
liberal parly position were 
enumerated and explained by 
Charles Taylor In an address 
at SCM House last Friday. 

Taylor, a Political Science 
f rofessor at McGill and an NDP 
candidate in the federal elec- 
tion last June, called attention 
to the SoeM Credit success in 
.Quebeç as evidence of dissatis- 
iaction with the Liberals. 

He £ave two reasons for this 
hostility to the present fovem- 
ncnt. One is due to the unem- 
iflayniioit [Which has hit the rural 
neas^^The^ other reason he said, 
"arises from the fact that the 
sense of certainty has been 
shaken by a wave of criticism 
against Quebec." 
• Professor Taylor explained 
that the Liberals have carried 
out a general reduction of the 
old methods of the Union Na- 
tional regime and have not yet 
succeeded in making their new 



methods pay off. "The old sys- 
tem of patronago has been cut 
off at the base but not at the 
high levels," he claimed 'Hiere'i 
a tremendous crooked streidc in 
the Liberal regbne." 

ThrM ilMsont 

He presented three reasons 
why the Liberals have not «orne 
across. One, they have not had 
the time ; two, they have not got 
the will, and three, they have 
not got the personnel. "Their 
hope is to gather up and drown 
thehr faults in a sreat wave of 
nationalization emotion," ha 
stated. 

Lesage, in his view, would not 
have had an election if this 
issue had not been forced upon 
iibn. The-professor also felt that 
Lesage's diances of winning the 
election would have been slim 
without this issue. 

Due to Levesque's threat to 
leave the cabinet and due to the 
popularity of the issue, the pro- 
fessor was certain that the gov- 
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emment most have seen that 
they conld do nothing else but 
nationalize. 

The government could feel 
confident going to the polls on 
a popular issue, he explained, 
and therefore had taken advan- 
tage of the drcumstances to 
Insure a victory. "They have 
caught Johnson imaware making 
all he hoped to capitalize on of 
major importance," he said. 

Johinen" Sidesteps 

In reviewing Johnson's stand 
on aationalizaUon the professor 
claimed, "ht has neatly side- 
stepped it and butied it" He 
stated that the National tJnlon 
Is concentrating its effort on di- 
rect attacks against the govern- 
nent. 

Ibe professor described John- 
son as presenting .the Union Na- 
tionale, a human party, a 
party^which believed in person- 
al rélatiotts.*' 

Tlie third factors In Quebec, 
the Separatists, the VBF. (who 
are not mnning) and the Social 
Credit, in the professor's view 
"all yim not even amount to a 
row of beans on election day." 

The mass undecided floating 
vot« which showed np on the 
Gallup Poll, in thé professor's

opinion, mm not swing in the 
same direction in November as 
it did In June. 

First Cousins 

He pohited to Johnson's at- 
tempts to win the Social Credit 
vote by the party leader's ref- 
erence to the Socrcds as "the 
first cousins of the Union Na- 
tionale." Denying any influence 
to the third group in this eh»- 
tlon, he expressed iht view that 
the vote would split only two 
ways between Johnson and Le- 

nrofeasor l^lor aaid tiiat Xe- 
aage^ policy consists of - *!left. 
wing economic planning and 
modernization of the education 
system." He summed up John- 
son's politics vrith the phrase, 
"the good boys up there (the 
Union Nationale) will protect 
you (the electorate) from the 
cruel world and dole out aid 
(patronage) when you need it" 

"The psychological effbet ef 
failing to modeniizo lïenéh 
Canada at this time will be to 
create a sense of inadequacy," 
the professor predicted. He de- 
scribed the Separatist movement 
as an attempt to hammer away 
at this complex of inferiority. 

To the professor, nationaliza- 
tion is more than simply a party 
issue, for.he.felt.ecrtain that a, 
Union Tfationale 'victDry votdd 
he a blow' to the present mod- 
eroizatlon development of Que- 
bec. 

"To sum up," he stated, "Le- 
sagc's victory is necessary to 
future development in Quebec 
but It does not necessarily iD> 
sure developmejat",^.^^. '

Stable System 

The main premise resulting from 
these studies was that the family 
is a stable system consisting of 
various elements — fkther, mother, 
children. Any factor affecting-one 
member simultaneously affects the 
others. For example, a atress be- 
tween father and mother may I>e 
compensated for t>y distortion in 
the cliild. Thus the family requires 
the child to behave in a way that 
will fit its general pattern. 

If the child alone is treated, the 
symptoms may disappear, but the 
problem remains. Often, when one 
ciiild is cured, the distortion is 
transferred to a brother or sister. 
Thus» psydiiatriats concluded that 
the whole £unily had io be treat- 
edas'snnit

Sociology Panel Makes 
Analysis Of Prejudice

A three-member panel, mo- 
derated bv Dr. W. Westley, 
made a broad analysis of 
French-English and white-co- 
loured relations during a 
meeting of the Sociology and 
Anthropology Society last Fri- 
day noon. 

More than one hundred stu« 
dents attended to hear tlie speak- 
ers; 'Dr. Aileen Ross, Frotesor 
Harold Potter, and Dr. Sam. Ba- 
blnovitch. They are all familtar 
with Montreal, and confined 
tlielir remarfca to radal i^Judiee 
hi thb city; 

Ross 

Dr. Ross- spolce first, exprès- 
shig the belief that friction bet- 
ween English and riench Cana- 
dians lias been and is "more 
rivalry than fighting". 

She feels that historically the 
"supposed conflict^' arose from 
tho "minority group problem of 
survival, survival against the dy- 
namic new American culture", 
ond that "the more conservative 
elements also were opposed to 
the radical influence of France 
after the Bevolution". 

"The English found them (the 
French-Canadians) a thorn in 
the flesh, especially those in the 
Western provfaices", she said. 
However, Dr. Ross stated that 
despite this "the French have 
had more political power feder- 
slly than they deserved. The 
French tail wags the dog. 
Potter 

Professor Potter of Sk Geor- 
ge Williams University opened 
his address by .commentbig on 
the high proportion of females 
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in the audience, which he said 
was usual in sociology. 

"We may talte it for granted 
that there is anti-Negro prejudi- 
ce here in view of the history of 
prejudice on this continent"; 
Potter then claimed He feels 
that "the character of U.S. 
(white^egro) rebitions has, a 
decisive effect on Canadian 'at- 
titudes".- 

On tlie basis of a poll by. one- 
of his sindentsi which he thfailis 
valid, Professor Potter believes 
that most Montreal Negroes ha- 
ve no trouble with prejudice, cx- 
eept occasionally in getting jobs. 
Tiiey arc disturbed by the ab- 
sence of Negroes woriting in 
banl» or on the police force, and 



by writers who spell "Negro" 
in lower case only. 

Rabinovitch 
Quoth Dr. Rablnovltch, "I'm 
really way out". He said that 
"prejudice as such is not an 
inherited characteristic, but it is 
there". 

It it his opbion that prcjudi* 
cos are, formed in early years, 
depend on the attitudes of .the 
parents, and that -unfavourable 
first experinces "will exasger* 
ate into full blowp preJudice'^ 

He thbiks that he may differ 
from some people in thinking 
that one should have a "healthy 
bias". That is, "preferring one 
thhig but being wilUng to accept 
another".

LD. Cards - A Dangerous Formality

Tho peopi* hav» spoken. Montreal voter* have' tirongly 
expressed tho opinion that on Identification card with photo» 
graph should be compulsory to vote In a mL'nicipa^ election. 
It now remains for the city admlntstratton to draw the mandate 
lo Its logical conclusion. The Initial stoga In the refining of ideas 
into law Is to be observed in the consensus that the identifica* 
tion cord represents a worthy foe of election day irregularities. 

Blandly, the Drapeau ship of state steams towards the en- 
actment of the proposal In law without apparent regard for the 
bulk of the iceberg which history and experience have warned 
us lies below the surface. Personalities, subway construction and 
the sponsoring of a World's Fair In the Montreal area dominated 
election controversy botK in the press and on the campaign 
trail. Yet-, ultimately; the Incorporation of the idehlïficdtion card 
into our municipal law shelters .possible consequences which 
exceed the depth of the subway In the life of Monfrealers. 

In a democratic society, the governed choose their go> 
vernors by the exercise of o vote aceording to the dictates of 
conscience. While a right seldom attains the description of ab- 
solute, deviations from the Ideal must be universally applicable 
to all men. The validity of the governed's choice is dependent 
upon the elimination of subjective qualifications to vote. Fron> 
chise requirements must not beconne an instrument In the hands 
of the governors to deny the vote to citizens who they realize 
to be opposed to their Interests. 

Compulsory Identification 

' In the compulsory use of Identification cords to vote in a 
municipal election, a potentially sub[ective requirement It ad' 
ded lo the franchise quolificotlotts. In effect, the Identification 
card adoption would necessitote the creation of a discretionary 
authority to control the Issue of cards, since the Identification 
card would have to be official, I.e. sanctioned by the City odml- 
nistrotion to serve its purpose. To be otherwise would be temp* 
tatiian to electloncertng strategists. 

An Identification cord and a vote become Interchangeable. 
Consequently, the possibility orlses that this licensing process 
of votes may be. utilized os on emergency admittance centre 
where troublesome ailments of opposition to the governing 
•ystem may be curtct 

Roncorelll Case 

The apprehended menace of the Jehovah's Witnesses to 
the security of Quebec was subdued by the late Mr. Duplessis 
through the cancelbtion of Roncarelli's right to sell liquor, i.e. 
to conduct his business. Mr. Roncarelli had unfortunately devo- 
ted his financial resources to providing bail for Imprisoned Wit- 
nesses, which wos deemed to be a sufficient violation of the 
liquor regulations {ustifying concellotlon of his license. 

The embodiment of the identification cord In our law must 
be conducted with prudence so that the creation will not beco- 
me a monster. Discretion allocated to the authority Issuing the 
cord must be non-existent. Cleor provisions -must be made for 
the re-Issuance of cords in the event cf loss. The Identification 
cord must assume the function of a formality lo be automatic- 
ally granted all citizens coming within the franchise. Only In 
this manner will tho 'l-D'. card fail to become a lesson and a 
warning for future generations to cite. 



The 87th Congress

The 87th Congress has been one of the more disappointing on record. Great hopes were 
raised at tho outset by the sight of a young and vigourous President who promised to give direc- 
tion to the country and "get It moving again". The United States would at lost come to grips with 
the realities of the mid-twentieth century, not only in terms of a more enlightened response to the 
problems of international affairs, but to pressing domestic Issues as well. 

The New Frontier seemed to pushing and pulling did not pro. 
present a coherent system of vld« llbtrsi elements in Con- 
political ideas whose inner drive gr«u witli a truly consistent 

dirtetion. The Administration 
was more oftan than net willing 
to comproinig* on mattars of 
principle for political ends or 
t» simply achieve passage ef a 
patchworl: bill. 



was the elan of a progressive and 
highly sophisticated breed of 
erstwhile educators imbued with 
a pragmatic approach to politics 
and government 

True, the President's margin 
had been less than one per cent 
of the vote. True, the Democrats 
had lost some 20 House seats 
and two Senate seats. But none- 
theless there wiis a large body 
of Liberals in Congress and the- 
se, in combination with the Ad- 
ministration were In a position 
to accomplish much. 

UTILE ACCOMPLISHED 

The sad fact, of course. Is 
that they have done so little. 
Thsro is little of a positive na- 
ture^ with which to go to the 
voters. Most ef the Proiidenfs 
key proposals have l>e«n Iciiled 
end even his victories have been 
to some, extent compromises. 
The latter category includes the 
Pann Bill, the tax revision bill 
end the publie works bill. Even 
Kennedy's greetest victory, the 
Trade Expansion Act whirfi pro- 
vidtd him with new.teriffcuHing 
powers waa won only after 
amendments'' which- limit Us ef- 
fectiveness. What happened? 

For one thing, the ostensibly 
large Democratic majorities hi 
Congress (almost 2 to 1 in the 
Senate and S to 2 In the house) 
are heavily and crucially re- 
duced by the almost constant 
defection of the conservative 
southern component of the De- 
nioeratic-par^. 

FlUBUSTERS 

- While the soathernen man- 
aged a successful iilUMutee on 
the literary test bill a liberal 
filibuster on tho Communica- 
tions satellite system was met 
by Invocation of closure. Dc* 
mocralic leadership In both 
Houses was wealier tlian it was 
under the Johnston -Ray burn 
team and White House pressures 
did not maice up for this. 

The Piosldent attempted by 
mean* el pr eae ure te ceotrel the 
aoingeen .ln Congrèssi' Net only, 
did whaf were considered the 
hlgMtended methods of Larry 
CBrianns ' staff faU to (achieve 
maloritiea. bàtxtfcéy/.cnàlwl a 
good deal of tllm»t||.'Thté kind of 



Moreover, only on rare oc- 
casions did Kennedy attempt to 
rally public opinion in favour 
of a bill. This method proved ef- 
fective in getting the trade bill 
passed but in the case of ^uch 
a key measure as the health 
insurance bill only a wealc at- 
tempt waa made to rouse sup- 
port. 

AMA CAMPAIGN 

At the same time the Ameri- 
can Medical Association was con- 
ducting a vigorous anti-medicare 
campaign which hicluded raising 
large contributions; for the im- 
pending electoral campaigns of 
various Congressmen. Some key 
committee votes were swung 
away from the bill in this way. 

The area in which the Admi- 
nistration has received solid, 
and often bipartisan, support, 
has been foreign affairs. This 
includes the defense appropria- 
tions and authority to call up 
150,000 Reserves hi case of trou- 
ble In Cuba or Berlin. 

But< on. tha^^fravevdomestle 
matteis^mentlo'ned,a1iove. as well 
as others, the country has not 
moved forward. It Is thus dif- 
ficult in principle, for the Pre- 
sident to call for the election 
of more "Democrats" to. Con- 
gress. The record of a predomi- 
nantly Democratic Congress lias 
been dismal, despite Kennedy's 
recent statements to the effect 
that it has been one of the most 
brilliant Congresses In American 
History. _ , 

SUPPORTS OPPONENTS 

Kennedy Is, in effect, calling 
for the re-election of men, such 
as Smathers and Thurmond, who 
have consistently voted against 
- hhn. This bit of absurdity results 
from the President's unwilllng- 
nesa to recognhe publicly the 
real grouphig of American po- 
litical forces, perhaps la view of 
the Electoral College votes he 
will nefd from the South la 
1S64. 

The President, is unlikely to 



have ills request for more De- 
mocrats, fulfilled in a very sa- 
tisfactory way. But even two 
senate seats could make a great 
difference — they would, for 
example, have been enough to 
pass Medicare. (In this connec- 
tion, the election of Abraham 
Ribicoff as Connecticut Senator 
seems one Ukely and important 
addition to . tiie Administration 
forces for Medicare). 

IN-PARTY LOSES 

However, It Is a well-known 
fact that the in-party almoat al- 
ways' loses seats In off-year elec- 
tiains. Only once In this century. 
In 1934, did tlie reverse happen, 
and In that year Roosevelt did 
no campaigning. But Kennedy, 
faced with the nightmare of los- 
ing approximately thirty-five 
House seats (the avtrage since 
1930 is 39), and perhaps the 
pending rules comraittte battle 
as well, can no longer sit on hit 
hands, at he teemed to d» to 
often (In terms of popular tup- 
port) when key legislation wet 
at stake In Cengraea. 

Though there are more reg- 
istered Democrats than Rtpub- 
Icant fat the United States, off- 
year electlont generally, find 
more Republican* than Demo- 
cratt voting. Thut getting out 
the vote and disslpatins wide- 
. spread, voter apathy Is e must 

for the Democrats. 

-* 

However, In view of the fact 
that elections such as these are 
often dominated by local Issues, 
it as a matter of speculation 
whether the President's influen- 
ce will be seriously felt. 

NATIONAL TERMS 

Post hoc, of course, the icsults 
will be viewed in national terms, 
and will be claimed (before the 
President's address to the na- 
tion) to reveal the mhid of the 
public on important Issues. For 
example, James Bumham recent- 
ly safcl that a sizeable Republic- 
an trend should be iaterpreted 
u a renundaUoa of Kennedy's 
Cuban policies and a demand for 
more vigorous action. This Issue 
has been dramatically altered 
and it will be difficult to escape 
the apparent implication of re- 
suits in certain key states, soma 
of which results may determine 
the contestants and conditions 
of the 10S4 elecUons.
